Members want to get home to council 
with their eonstitaents as to who can best 
represent them in the mext congress. But it 
is more than likely that both presidential 
tickets will be in the field and most of the 
congressional nominations will be made 
before this session ends. The longest 
session of congress ever held was in the year 
when the democrats won the only national 
election since 1856. That long session was 
long because a democratic. congress Was Un- 
earthing republican frauds which had accu- 
mulated for sixteen years. Now a brisk, brief 
session, undoubtedly, would bea better in- 
troduction to the national campaign. +i 

The drags begun in the house will be imi- 
tated by the senate, whose republican leaders 
are determined to stir up all the elements of 
sectionalism.

Voting Themse)vesan Incrense of Pay by Indirection 
—Opposition la the House. 

Wasninaton, January 30.--The senators 
have voted each a private secretary, who is 
paid $6a day from the senate contingent 
fund. They are by no means certain of 
keeping these private secretaries, however. 
There has been a good deal of talk about 
these private secretaries among members of 
the house, and one member of that body, the 
bounding Belford, of Colorado, has prepared a 
resolution to provide each member of the 
house also with a private secretary at $1,200 
ayvear. But there is no chance whatever of 
its passage. 

The democratic members talk in a very 
outspoken manner about it. They say that 
it is no more nor less than voting so much 
increase of pay to senators and members. A 
member of the house has more need of a 
private secretary than a senator. If he 
wants that luxury. let him pay for it. It 
would have been a much better 
course, in the opinion of many members, 
for the senate to have voted outright to in- 
crease their. salary a thousanda year. The 
bill in which their is an appropriation for the 
senate contingent fund out of which the 
private secretaries to seaators are paid, is the 
legislative, executive and judical. The house 
prepares this bill. There is likely tobe a 
dead-lock between the house and the senate 
when that bill is considered this session.

MACKEY’S TELEGRAPA SYSTEM. 


Au Offer to Make Telegrapsy as Cheap as Letter 
Pestege. 

WasHincTon, January 30.—Mackey’s postal 
telegraph company has sent an agent here to 
propose to take the task of building a postal 
telegraph line out of the handsof the govern- 
ment and builda line at its own expense 
that the postoflice can use as freely as if Sen- 
ator Edmund's plans should be carried out. 
It agrees to build the trunk lines be- 
tween the east and west, north and south, 
connecting first with all the principal 
cities and then with every town that has 2,000 
inhabitants and over. It will establish its 
own offices in a:l these places, and will place 
a connection in each place with the postofiices, 
where an instrument and operator will also 
be stationed. The company also agrees to 
carry all kinds of messages, whether long or 
short, at the uniform rate of one-half a cent 
a word. All the company asks of the 
government is to agree to sell the telegraphic 
stamps of the company and that the 
stamps shall be devised and mana- 
factured by the government, which is 
to deduct from the sales the cost of making 
and handling the stamps, which are to be 
used upon messages as they are DOW OD let- 
ters. A message of 100 works, for instance, 
will require a fifty-cent stamp, and the 
stamping of the message will afford the com- 
pany the means of estimating correctly its 
receipts without a complicated system of 
book-keeping. The Postal telegraph company 
ask the government to sell these stam ps as 
a guaranty for their receiving enough busi- 
ness to warrant the outlay in extending their 


present system. iA

GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPH Y. 


A Bad Showing ter Government Management in 
OCauvada 

Orrawa, January 30.—The annual report of 
the minister of public works, submitted to 
parliament, contains statistics showing that, 
so far as the government management of tele- 
graphs is concerned, a very unfortunate re- 
sult has been reached in Canada. The lines 
built have cost near!/y $800,000. The expend- 
iture last year was $550,000, while tbe receipts 
were only $207.000, showing a loss of over 50 
percent. It is true, that many of these lines 
are in remote quarters, but even a perfect 
system, such as that taken over from the 
Western Union company, in British Colum. 
bus, shows a similar result. These lines cost

Trenton, January 30 —Governor Leon Ab- 
bett sent to the legislature this evening the 
following special message: 

The Hackensack cemetery company was 
incorporated undera law of this state, ap- 
proved February 10th, 1862,-Laws of 1862, 
page 23. The sixthsection of its charter pro- 
vided that any religious society may purchase 
and hold lands in such cemetery in which 
they may bury, agreeahle to any peculiar 
rites or ceremonies of their own, subiect only 
to the rules and regulations of the cemetery. 

I am informed that the First Baptist church 
of Hackensack applied to the cemetery com- 
papy to purchase a grave. The church de- 
sired to inter the body of their deceased 
sexton. The necessary permission for the 
burial was granted. This permission was 
afterward withdrawn because it wes the body 
of a colored man. 

The pastor of the church, the Rev. R. M. 
Harrison, was compelled to make the an- 
nouncement at the conclusion of the funeral 
services that the permission io inter had been 
revoked. The body of the deceased was 
taken back to bis iate residence, and the in- 
terment was subsequently made in another

In the Character of Clarice Miss Mar 
. y Anderson 
Makes Herself the Topic of the Great Mouth 
of Lendon—A Sketch of the Play and 
the Sensation That it Created. 


Lonpow, January 30.—London is talking of 
nothing but Mary Anderson’s success as 
Clarice, an actress of the theater Francaise, 
in Gilbert’s new drama, comedy and tragedy. 
[t was the crown of her brilliant career 
Her costume at first dazzled the audience. 
Red autumnal foilage gleamedin her blue 
brocade, her skirt was a sheen of molten gold, 
there were diamonds in her hair, diamonds 
around her neck, diamonds on the buckles 
of her shoes and diamonds in the lace 
of her fan. ‘And the actress wore them like 
a queen,’’ said a .veteran play-goer to your 
correspondent. “She is worthy of the Thea- 
ter Francaise. She is as lovely as Madeleine 
Brohan in her youth, and as stately as Ar- 
nould Plessy in her pme ® spectators 
were instantly moved by her speech resent- 
ing the obloquy cast on players. Her wrath 
was deep, hot loud. 

‘“‘What are we actresses?” she cried. 
‘Bodies we have, God help us. Souls we 
have none; barred by the church, shunned 
by the pure, buried like dogs,”’ 

Then ber guests arrive, the fops of the 
Palais Royal crowd her drawingroom. In an 
instant her gloom vanishes. Sne is fascina- 
ting, Vivacious, witty. For each guest she 
hasaquipor sally.

Again her mood changes. She is alone with 
Regent.

The Southern Pool Doomed. 
From the Savannah Times. 

In Sunday’s Timeswe published an article in 
reference to the call issued by ex-Governor Brown, 
Calling anextra session of the Southern Railway 
aud Sicamship association, to be held on the 19th 
of February next. and intimating, therein,that the 
disagreements which existed among the members 
of the association, would likely lead to a 
dissolution of the pool. The opinion then ex press- 
ed, we beiieve was well founded, and there is now 
every probability that the pool will ba broken. 
Such a result has been desived by many, and in 
their judgment such action would inure to the 
advaltage of the Central railroad and to Savannah. 

The circular of Governor Brown is excitivg con- 
siderable comment, and we notice by the Charles- 
ton News and Courier to-day, that Colonel Peck, 
the general manager of the South Carolina railway, 
has been inierviewed on the subj ct. Inreply to 
an inquiry regarding the called ineeting; Colonel 
Peck says: 

‘The association metin Atlanta in October of last 
year,aud agreed upona coutract for 1854 The 
Central railroad directors refused toauthor)z3 their 

president to sign it. Then anarbitration was held. 
Last year’scontract expired January 1, but the ex- 
ecutive committee of the association had a meeting 
and agreed to bridge over the difficulty by extend- 
ing the old contract till March Ist, 1584, 

‘The meeting of the association called by Gove 
ernor Brown forthe 19th ef February is for the pur- 
pose of determining whether a new contract shall 
be made for the remainder of the present year, or 
whether the pool shall be dissolyed in an orderly 
manner by its own members.’’ 

“What was the diT+re:ce between the Central 
railroad and the associaticn’’’ 

‘Well, Mr. Fink construed the contract one way 
and the Central people anotber. I don’t know that 
it wouid be worth while to go into the details; it 
would be Chinese to you as well as to most peo- 
ple not familiar with the pool system””’ 

Realizing the appositeness of ihis remark, the re- 
porter next inquired what would be the result of a 
dissolution of the pool 

‘All the southern railway and steamship lines 
are in ihe association,’’ seia Colonel Peck. ‘‘l don't 
think its dissolution would result in any violent 
reduction of rates It looks very much now as if 
it would be dissolved, and in fact it has been look- 
ing that way every year since 1874 It has had as 
maby livesasacat. JIf the pool is dissoived every 
system will of course stand on i's own bottom, wiil 
be free todoasit pleases,but Lhurily think tha‘ this 
will resultina general scrambie orin auy violent 
reduciion of rates. Nothing is to be made by 
those tactics owirg to the consolidauiou of the sys 
tems Underthe old system, before the pcol was 
organized, there was always tome weak road which 
eould goin and make a tremor, but most of these 
have now become attached to one or the other of 
the systems of roacs aud are controlled by a com- 
paratively small number of men, who would have 
nothing to gain. I doubt very much whether the 
public would feel the difference which would re- 
sult. In pointof fact rates are fully 50 per cent 
lower than they were when the pool started.”’ 

“You don’t think, then, that the association will 
break up entirely”’’ 

“T think it within the bounds of possibility that 
each cue will yield a little. thinking that every- 
body else has yielded more than himself, and under 
these circumstances a compromise may be effected. 
ft would bea great responsibility to break up the 
association. Ifa warof rates should folluW such 
as formerly took piace, it would make an opening 
for agreat Many receivers.’’

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

At last American authors seem tobe in 
earnest in their efforts to secure international 
copyright. After considerable dillydallying 
and a great deal of anxious procrastina- 
tion they have finally effected something like 
organization, and the committee represent- 
ing the American Copyright League have'suc- 
ceeded in securing the earnest ce-operation of 
those who write books. Tue Constitution has 
already alluded tothe Dorsheimer bill recent- 
ly introduced in the house. The objections 
which we pointed out at the time no longer 
stand against the measure. The necessary 
amendments have been made and the bill has 
been reported back to the house from the 
judiciary committee. Its copyright fea- 
tures are those of the present law: that is to 
say. any foreign country can secure for its 
authors a copyright for twenty-eight years in 
the United States, with a privilege of four- 
teen years renewal, by granting recivrocal 
rights to American authors, 

This is all simple enough, but it is an easy 
matter to make a congressional puzzle of it, 
and no doubt the attempt will be made. 
The truth is, the publishers have heretofore 
had a good deal to do with the failure to 
secure an international copyrightlaw. They 
have undertaken to control the matter in 
their own interest, although, as a matter of 
fact, they have no interesi in a 
right law. There is no reason 
why such a law should have either the sup- 
port or the opposition ofthe publishers, for 
they have not the slightest interest in its 
operation. 

While it isan easy matter, comparatively, 
for the publishers to fill the mind of the 
average congressman with doubt and con- 
fusion, itis absolutely necessary for those 
who have the bill in charge to insist upon a 
proper interpretation of the property rights 
of authors as distinguished from the business 
interests of publishers. The American 
publisher may heartily desire to bring 
about a condition of things which 
shall. compel the English author seeking 
an audience in this ceuntry to depend upon 
an American publisher. Very well. This is 
simply and solely a business matter that goes 
by governmenta! favor, and not a question of 
right. Ifitis proper to protect the infant 
publishing houses of New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia, well and good; but, proper or 
not, it is a matter which has not the remotest 
connection with the right of an author to his 
property—to the product of his brain. Let 
the publishers be protected if necessary, but, 
at the same time, let it be clearly understood 
that the author bas the right to dispose of his 
property when and where he may deem bést, 
and insuch manrer as shal) suit his own 
convenience, notions or necessities. 

We sincerely trust that southern senators 
and representatives, especially those from 
Goorgia, will look at this question with the 
eye of intelligence. What attitude the pub- 
fishing interest has taken in respect of the 
_ Dorsheimer bill we do not know, but we 

- ope and trust that the sane and sensibie

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is certainly no clash of interests between 
publishers and authors, but the property 
rights of the latter have nothing whatever to 
do with the business interests of the former. 


THE MANUFACTURING STATES. 

The second yolume of the census on manu- 
factures is full of interesting figures. Itshows 
among other things that the steam power of 
the country far outrunsits water power. Out 
of 3.410.837 horse power in all employed in 
manufactures, only one-third consists of water 
power, the remainder being steam power. 
These figures would be still more one-sided if 
the power of zrist and saw mills was excluded. 
These kinds of mills are chiefly driven by 
water power, and they are not considered as 
strictly manufacturing establishments. In 
manufactures proper steam power is probably 
used fully fourtoone. Wherever coal can 
be laid down at three dollars a ton, water 
power is no longer considered preferable, no 
matter what the fall or quantity of it may be. 
Steam isa better servant at all times than 
water, and it is rapidly supplanting it where 
the fuel supply is not prohibitory. 

In the grist and saw miils of Georgia 
there are 36.655 horse power, but all the 
power does not add to the wealth of the state 
as much as does the horse power used in our 
manufactures proper. We use in this way 
15,395 horse power. These are not immense 
figures when compared with those. of the 
great manufacturing states of the northeast; 
but they show that Georgia leads in manu- 
factures all the other cotton states. Tennessee 
uses 14 379 horse power, Virginia 13,275, North 
Carolina 7,962, South Carolina 6,900, Alabama 
4 680, Mississippi 2.615 and Florida 301. 

Pennsylvania is the great manufacturing state 
of the union, using 354,774 horse power; New 
York comes next, using 280,099; Massachu- 
setis with 279,114, follows closely after; Ohio 
has 142.853 horse power, and little Connecti- 
cut shows up with 104,552, Connecticut isa 
marvel of manufacturing industry. There 
are only 600,000 people in the little state, but 
she uses more hor-e power than all the soutb, 
excluding Missouri, West Virginia, Maryland 
and Delaware. The south has no reason, 
however, to be discouraged, for she has only 
just entered upon an industrial career, and a 
few years will beapt to change the relative 
figures very materially. At present the three 
states, Pennsylvania, New York and Massa 
chusetts, use more horse power in manufac 
tures than all the other states and the terri- 
tories combined. 

INSANITY. 

The number of insane persons in the state. 
according to the census of 1880, was 1,69/, or 
one in eyery 907 of the population. In the 
United States there was 01,997 insane people 
or one in every 545. The favorable average in 
Georgia does not extend all through the 
south, for Tennessee has One insane person in 
every 517 of population; Kentucky one ia 591; 
North Carolina one in 690; Maryland one in 
504, and Virginia one in 627. On either side 
of us. however, the average islow. In Ala 
bama one in 830, in Seutk Carolina one in 
895, and in Florida onein 1,004. The only 
states that present a better average than 
Georgia are Florida, Arkansas, Texas, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Nevada, Mississippi and 
Louisiana, and the territories. All of 
these states may be said to be newly set- 
tled except Mississippi and Louisiana ;and all 
new frontier states show a low percentage of 
insanity, because the settlers are, asa rule, 
strong people—the defective being left in the 
states they left behind them. No old settled 
state contains in proportion to population so 
few insane as Georgia, except Mississippi 
ami Louisiana. 

In all the cotton states the average propor- 
tion of insanity is very low, while in all the 
older northern states it is high. In New York 


there is one insane person in 560, andin New. 


Hampshire, Vermont and Massachusetts, the 
percentage is still higher. There is a decrease 
as the west or farsouth is approached. The 
farther west or the farther south one goes, the 
fewer insane he finds in pruportion to the 
population. It would be difficult to account 
for this smaller proportion of insanity, and 
we are content to submit the bare facts.

SUPERSTITION KILLBRS. 


Kuocking the Old Fubies Oompletely Out of Time— 
The Thirteen (lub. 

& rom the New York World. 

‘Yes, sir,’’ said the president of one of the 
Thirteen clubs recently orzanized in this city, 
“we propose to fight superstition with the 
most poWerful weepon at our command—rdii- 
cule. Weorganize our clubs on the distinct 
plan that every member is to jo the very 
things that superstition tells him are danger- 
ous. ominous and unlucky. 

“You don’t know," said he, ‘Show these 
minor superstitions bave eaten their way into 
the fabric of society and men’s natures. Take 
the matter of thirteen at table. Everybody 
professes to laugh at it, but nobody—until we 
staried the opposition—dared to oppose it. 
Now, the idea of thirteen being an un- 
lucky number at table is as old as the church 
fathers, and came into existence in the third 
or fourth century, when the superstitions of 
Greece were mixed up with early Christian- 
ity, and men preached from the gospel and 
the Sibyliine leaves at the same time, and the 
Cabala and the Cross were woven into litera- 
ture together. Thirteen at table is one of the 
notions of a world just emerging from bar- 
baric polytheism and fetishism. It sprang 
from the traditions of the Last Supper, just 
as hangman’s day is said to be a tradition of 
the crucifiction. , 

‘Perhaps you think that the strong, prac- 
tical sense of the age bas outgrown these weak- 
nesses? If you do, the next time that you 
catch a party of intelligent~—even religious— 
people at table try the experiment. Cry out 
that there are thirteen, and remind them that 
one will die within the year. Then see what 
expedients they will resort toto make the 
noumbertwelve or fourteen, protesting with 
laughter that it is only a joke. 

‘Now, I’ve given some attention to popular 
superstitions, und jet metell you tht argu- 
ment and reason are powerless against them. 
They have a grip on the imagination that 
nothing but ridicule can loosen. Let megive 
vou a few of them: There is an old and 
widespread custom of removing the mirrors 
from @ room where a corpse is lying. ! found 
this custom in Ireland generally observed, I 
found it among the peasantry of France and 
Russia, and I saw it carried out among the 
New Englanders in Ohio and. Minnesota. 
In these iatter places they coverup the mir- 
rors with cloths instead of removing them. 
Now, you try the experiment. and if you are 
called upon to sit up with a corpse notice 
how upcomfurtabie the mirror will make you 
feel. Of course it’s a matter of pure imagi- 
nation, but you can’t reason against it. You 
getin the atmosphere of death, and ail the 
ingraimed terrors of six thousand years are 
in your bones and muscles. You walk across 
the floor on tiptoe and catch a glimpse of 
your reflection in the glass. You start. There 
was a spectral something behind you. It was 
the mere play of thedim light on the spicula 
of the giass, but in that reflecting depth 
there are all kinds of phantoms. So you 
cover it up. 

‘‘It is so with the horseshoe, and has been 
ever since (Jueen Pappae shod her asses with 
gold. 

“If you build a new house or hire a new 
office, or go into business in a new store, some 
little feeling of satisfaction will come over 
you if a friend nails up a horseshoe over the 
door. You will not argue, but you will ac- 
cept the token as in some way amysterious 
guarantee of destiny. 

‘‘Then there is the superstition of going un- 
der a ladder. I saw thattried not long ago 
on a crowded street on a wager, and only 3 per 
eent of the pedestrians walked under it, and 
they did it unthinkingly.
